Genoa, Fune 8. There lately arrived in this Port 18 
{mall Vefiels, laden with Artillery and Ammunition for 
the Service of the Span‘fh Troops in Lombardy. They 
were fo happy as to efcape three Englifh Men of War 
that were cruizing on purpofe for them. We have pri- 
vate Advices from the Spanith Camp, which fay, That 
the Duke of Modena has received vaft Remittances fince 
Ne took upon him the Command ; that his Cavziry is, 
0 a Manner, entirely remounted, and that almoft all his 
Regiments of Infantry are recruited by Neapolitan De- 

rters ; conformable to a Secret Agreement made by 
that Court with the Count de Gages. All our Accounts 
from the Ifland of Corfica agree, chat the Malecontents 
are refolved to treat with the Republick direA@ly, with. 
Out the Inte rpofition or Guaranty of any Foreign Power 
Whatever. 

Naples, Fune 4. On the sft of this Month the Court 
teceived two Exprefles, one from Madrid, end the orher 
rom the Army of the Duke of Modena, u; un which a 
Brand Council ot State was held, which fate very late. 
As foon as it rofe, the Secretary of State wrore to all the 
Officers in the City to repair immediately to their re- 





























{pe&tive Commands ; fince which, our Troops on the 
Froatiers are all in Motion, vaft Quantitics of Ammu- 
nition and Provifion have been fent to Orbitello ; and, 
‘n all human probability, we are on the Point of join- 
ing the Spaniards at laft, notwichftanding all the Pr_- 
mifes that have been made to the Allise ot the Queen of 
Hungary. The News from this P.ace mult be very bar- 
ren for che future, fince a Proclamation has appeared this 
Morning, by which any Perfoo, who, after che 7rh lo- 
ftant, fhali prefume to write any Thiag relating to pub- 
lick Affairs, is threaten’d with Imprifoament, and Con- 
fifcation of all his Goods. 

Augsbourg, Fune 18. We learn from Bavaria, that the 
Garifon of Brsunau Rill defend themfelves gallantly ; and 
as they are very numerous, we are in hopes that chey 
may be able co torce a Paflage thro’ the Aultrian Troops 
that form the Blockade. The Army of Marfhal Broglio 
has certainly join’d that of Count Seckendorff, and they 
have fince been reinforced by all the Troaps that were 
On the Frontiers of Tyrol; fo that when the Detach- 
ment trom M. Noailes comes up, thefe Troops cannot 
make lefs than 60,000 Men. In the mean time, we are 
inform’d chat Prince Charles of Lorrain has been lske- 
wife reinforced by General Mentzel, at the Head of 
6000 Irregular Troops. He has alfo recall’d General Beren- 
clau, who was in the Neighbourhood of Munich with 
about Gooo Men; fo that, in all probability, he perfifts 
in his firft Defign, of following and attacking the French, 
coft what it will. 

Nenbourg, Fune 16. The Gates of this City are thut 
to the French; our Serene Ele¢tor’s Regiment of Dra- 
goons is actually here. Four of our Battalions, a Regi- 
ment of Horfe, and another of Dragoons, which were 
in the Imperial Army, are withdrrwn, but we have 
fti!l 3 Squadrons of Cavalry amongit them. Our Bag- 
gage is in the Hands of the Aultrians, but this gives us 
n» manner of Pain; fince, on the Elector’s figning a 
Neutrality, and declaring he would have nothing farther 
to do with the [mperialifts or French, they have aflured 
us that every Thing fhall be as fate as if it was in our 
own Hands. The 1f00 Men who efcorted the Empe- 
rorto Augsbourg, were made Prifoners of War by the 
Auftrians in their Retreat. 

Donawert, Fune 15. Count Segur, with his Detach- 
ment, arriv’d here Yelterday, and his Troops have taken 
Poft at Schellenberg. Velde Marfhal Seckendorff arriv'd 
the fame Day with his Army near Neubourg, and to 
Day his Excellency has advanc’d as far as Legfmund. 
The French are ftill under the Cannon of Ingoldftadr, 
the City of Neubourg having abfolutely refusd to ad- 
mit them. Count Seger has fent 2000 Horfe and Foot 
to fecure the Bridge over the Lech. 

Ratishon, Fume 20. Prince Lobkowitz Yefterday pafs’d 
the Danube to join Prince Charles of Lorrain, fo that 
we foon expeé to hear the News of a general Engage- 
ment. Marfhal Broglio has encamp’d his Army in two 
Iflands near Ingoldftadt ; Marthal Seckendorff is behind 
that City with his Forces, amounting in the whole to 
no more than 8000 Men. Count Segur is advanc’d to 
Donawert with 8000 Men; the Prince de Dombes, with 
the reft of that Detachment, are ftill. behind. Accord- 
ing to all Appearance, the French intend to retire, if it 
be poffible ; the Queftion is, whether they will find it 
fo. General Hohenems has receiv’d the heavy Artillery 
he expected from Paflau, and this Day he began to 
batter Braunau ; fo that it is impoflible now that this 
Place fhou'd hold out long. 

Frankfort June 23. The Heffian Troops under the 
Command ot Prince George of Hefle Caffel, pafs’d by 
this City this Morning, Thefe Troops have marci’d 
conftantly at Midnight. and have repoted all Day. His 
Britannic Majefty, and the Duke of Cumberland, have 
taken up their Quarters at the Caftle of Afchaficnbourg. 
Soon atter his Majefty’s Arrival, the Earl of Stair went 
with an Efcort of 30 Men to view the Enemy’s Situa- 
tion. Fifty French fallied immediately out of a Wood, 
and attaced his Efcort. The Earl bimfeit had his Hat 
(hot thro’, and the Bullet praz'd on his Head; Mr. Let- 
tleron, his Aid-de-Camp, who rode near him, receiv'd 
a Shor in the Thigh; and the two Troopers who were 
immediately betore his Excellency, were killed. Ano- 
ther Party of French Huflirs, at the fame Inftant, ad- 
vanc’d to the Bridge of Afchaffenbourg, and very brave- 
ly fired upon a fingle Man who was doing Duty there; 
upon this the Guard attack’d them, and made the Of- 
G-er who commanded Prifoner. The French Army ac- 
tually confifts of ¢0,000 Men; their Horfe are very fine 
Troops, but their Foot are in a miferabie Condition.
